The 16th annual Pacific International 
Live Stock Show is history. The weather 
man showed a wonderful disposition. The 
weather was ideal and the show was all that 
had been expected and even more. The at- 
tendance increased according to reports 
from the office of Manager Plummer to 25 
per cent over last year. The hog and sheep 
exhibits were exceptionally good. The boys 
and girls did their share in shaping a most 
successful event. The Shorthorn show was 
full of quality as was the Hereford show. 

The dairy section was up to its very high 
standard and the draft horse division was 
lead by the Percheron display. 

Our own “Pat” Donohoe, of Iowa, was 
the breeder judge who ordered the placing 
of the ribbons in the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding section, and he likewise participat- 
ed in the fat classes too. Pat had the time 
of his life out on the coast and the way he 
greeted Queen Marie surely should have 
given her a thrill. Our Pat is some boy, he 
just could not keep from sending a letter 
telling of the high spots and the Journal 
finds great pleasure in presenting a few 
extracts from it. 

It seems that Pat became ugly when it 
came to letting the other fellows tell him 
where the grand championship ribbon was 
to hang in the interbreed fat class. It must 
certainly be an invigorating and highly 
tempering atmosphere that prevails on the 
other side of the mountains, for not a single 
one of the three breed judges would give an 
inch so there they were, and there they 
stayed (until the next day). 

Here is the way Pat tells the story: 

“I am mailing you a report of the Aber- 
deen-Angus show held at Portland last 
week. You will see by the awards how 
they were placed. They were a great lot of 
cattle and were all well fitted. There were 
many close decisions, some that may be 
changed. I did the best I could but where 
they are all so good there are liable to be 
some mistakes made. If there were it was 
not done intentionally for the men who 
showed were as well bred as the cattle and 
it would be a crime to wrong any of them. 
We had a dispute over the Grand Champion 
steer. I Judged the Aberdeen-Angus classes 
and made the junior steer calf belonging to 


Congdon & Battles the breed champion. 
Tom Patterson judged the Herefords and 
made a Hereford senior calf the breed 
champion. Dale Bellows judged the Short- 
horns and made a senior calf the breed 
champion. Then we, as a committee, tried 
to pick the Grand Champion from those 
three. We all thought that the steer we 
made breed champion was the best so after 
debating the good and bad points of all for 
one and one half hours the secretarv calle‘ 
the Grand Champion show off. But the 
ringside got so worked up that the next day 
they insisted that it be a finish fight, so the 
secretary called in Mr. Davis who judged 
the carlots. He was from Denver and is 
one of Swift’s buyers. He agreed with me 
and made the Congdon & Battles calf the 
Grand Champion of the show, an honor he 
no doubt deserved. 

“It was really a wonderful show in every 
way. Mr. Plummer, the secretary is a won- 
derful man. Everything seemed to be timed 
just right, even to the parading of the Rou- 
manian queen. It was a grand sight, one 
that I am unable to describe but we sure 
gave her and the princess the glad hand. I 
was glad because she and all the descend- 
ants of Queen Victoria are humane rulers. 

“I came down to Woodland with Kenneth 
McGregor and spent Saturday there. They 
have a wonderful place and a wonderful 
herd of cattle. I expected to see a great 
herd but they were far ahead of my highest 
expectations. Blackcap Glen is looking fine 
and the monarch of the breed, Blackcap 
Revolution, is looking better than I ever 
saw him.—P. J. Donohoe.” 

As a result of Mr. Davis’ decision the 
good calf Antler C. B. 10th a grandson of 
Prizemere 9th finally won the contest. Mr. 
Davis made the statement afterwards that 
the Aberdeen-Angus calf was the best flesh- 
ed steer and one of the best all around 
steers that he has ever seen. His decision 
was extremely popular judging from the 
acclaim given by the onlookers who gave 
quite a demonstration of approval. Owing 
to the keenness of the contest a large crowd 
had gathered to see what the packer judge 
would do in breaking the deadlock between 
the three breed judges. 

The breeding cattle were from the herds 


of Dea Stock Farm, Merrill, Oregon; J. A. 
Scollard, of Chehalis, Washington; Harri- 
son Stock Farms, of Woodland, California 
and Congdon & Battles, Yakima, Washing- 
ton. Competition was keen and the winners 
earned all they got. The western herds of 
the latter two exhibitors met and vied for 
high honors. Congdon & Battles capturing 
the grand champion bull honors with Prize- 
mere 55th a son of Prizemere 9th, while 
Harrison took away the female champion- 
ship with Black Lass of Glencarnock 6th. 
The progeny of Prizemere 9th earned the 
coveted Get of Sire ribbon for Congdon & 
Battles. The other two exhibitors were in 
the running all the time too, making the 
successful contestants attend strictly to 
business all the time.

To Judge International Single Steer Classes 


The foreign judge of the single steer 
classes at the International Live Stock Ex- 
position in Chicago, November 27 to Decem- 
ber 4, will be the distinguished South Amer- 
ican live stock authority, Mr. George Gor- 
don-Davis of Buenos Aires, Argentine. Mr. 
Gordon-Davis has served as judge of steers 
at the leading South American shows, and 
his reputation and experience eminently fit 
him to make these important awards at the 
International and select the grand champion 
steer of the show. 

Mr. Gordon-Davis was born in 1884, the 
second son of the late Mr. Joseph Gordon- 
Davis of Estancia “Las Chileas,” Azul, Ar- 
gentine. He was educated at St. Andrew’s 
Scotch School in Buenos Aires, and after 
serving one year in a local office he was 
put in charge of his uncle’s cattle breeding 
establishment, “La Cabana,” in the prov- 
ince of Cordoba. Here he received his first 
experience in the breeding of pedigreed 
Shorthorns. During 1905 he assisted his 
father in stocking an Estancia or ranch, 
and the following year took over the man- 
agement of Dr. Luis Magnanini’s cattle and 
sheep breeding establishment at Lopez, 
Province of Buenos Aires. Here he remain- 
ed for four years as manager in charge of 
several thousand cattle and thirty thousand 
sheep. 

In 1910 he became General Inspector of 
the eight cattle and sheep breeding and ag- 
ricultural establishments belonging to the 
Estancias Cecilio Lopez Ltd. Company. 
These different places carried a total of ov- 
er twenty-five thousand cattle and seventy 
thousand sheep. On the principal ranch 
there was one of the finest pure bred Short- 
horn herds in the country, composed of over 
400 head, and also a flock of one thousand 
pedigreed Lincoln sheep. When the com- 
pany liquidated its other places, Mr. Gor- 
don-Davis in 1915 moved to this ranch, 
called “Dos Marias,’ and took personal 
charge of the pure bred cattle and sheep un- 
til their dispersal sale in 1923. During his 
very capable management, the herd became 
one of the most popular and successful in 
the show rings of the Argentine, winning 
several championships at all of the leading 
shows in the country, and beating all rec- 
ords at the Rosario show (the second show 
in importance in the Argentine) by winning 
five years consecutively from 1916 to 1920, 
the Shorthorn championship, reserve cham- 
pionship, and group prize in the individual 
classes for bulls. Besides many champion- 
ships at the Palermo shows, the “Dos Mar- 
ias” exhibits, in 1920, took the prize award- 
ed to the best group of 25 bulls entered in 
the individual classes at Palermo. 

Mr. Gordon-Davis is now on the staff of 
the Anglo South American Meat Company 
which he joined last year. His experience 
as a judge of live stock dates back to 1917, 
since when he has been requested by the 
Sociedad Rual Argentina to judge at Na- 
tional and International shows probably 
more than any other man in the country. 
He has also judged, at the request of that 
Society, at the International Show held at 
Santiago in Chili, in 1921, and several times 
in Uruguay. He is considered an equally 
good judge of Shorthorn, Hereford, and Ab-

I commenced feeding her a lit- 
tle oats, which was soon chang- 
ed to a mixed ration of corn, 
oats, barley, bran and oil meal, 
sweetened with a little molass- 
es. This ration was changed 
very little, except that the 
amount was increased. I had 
no trouble breaking her to lead, 
as I had broken several calves 
before and this strain or family 
is naturally very gentle, more 
-~ — any other cattle we have 
ad. 

During the summer months, 
I kept her blanketed as a pro- 
tection from flies and to im- 
prove her hide. She was brush- 
ed until her hair was very silky 
and her hide soft. About a 
month before show time, I led 
her daily, teaching her to stand 
and place her feet. On August 
25th, she weighed 915 pounds 
and while she did not make a 
very big gain, she put the flesh 
on smoothly. 

During the summer Secre- 
tary Jardine visited our farm 
and was photographed with my 
heifer and myself, the picture 
appearing in the newspapers. 


The first fair our club showed at was the Connecticut State Fair. At this fair my 
heifer won first in her class and Grand Champion over all breeds in the Baby Beef Class. 

I sold her at auction at this fair for 34 cents a pound, live weight, to Mr. Oscar F. 
Schultze of Norwalk. Mr. Schultze has bought more of the club calves in the past and 
done more to help club work, than any man in our state. Mr. Schultze bought the first 
calf I ever showed and deserves the blue ribbon as the best Baby Beef Booster. 

I also showed Blackbird at the Eastern States Exposition, where she was first in 


the “under average weight class” and also won the medal as the “best bred” Aberdeen- 
Angus. At two fairs, I won $75.00 in prize money, The Packer’s Medal, received a 
dandy wrist watch from the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association and made 
a fine profit on the sale of my heifer. As this is my last year in club work, I was nat- 
urally very much pleased.

This is but one of a number of times that the shipping 
board has been called upon to fight against high rates by foreign 
shipping lines.

management of the American Royal 
ioe m1 Kansas City is to be congrat- 
ulated upon the fine exposition just closed. 
After a personal visit to every nook and 
cranny of this splendid plant the writer is of 
the opinion that the show was superior to 
any previous event under the auspices of 
this institution. The display was perhaps a 
pit more complete in every detail than us- 
ual. The dairy cattle section brought out a 
very select lot of cattle of all breeds and 
the sheep and swine display was of good 
quality and numbers. The horse and mule 
show was very good, especially is this true 
of the latter, for it was here that we found 
some of the most wonderful pairs ever 
shown anywhere. The Royal is ideally lo- 
cated for a successful mule show as was 
clearly demonstrated by the extensive dis- 
play. The gaited horses and all the fancy 
goers were there in full force and these 
were augmented materially by the artillery 
and cavalry departments of the U. S. Gov- 
ernment. Some of the finest remounts im- 
maginable were shown in the cavalry de- 
tachments. The Pet stock show was up to 
standard also. 

Out in the yards things begin to look far 
more favorable than in years past. There 
were twice as many loads of fat Aberdeen- 
Angus in the carlot competitions as last 
year and the general quality exhibited was 
indeed agreeable and quite satisfactory. 
The feeder section was a sight to behold. 
Last year some three or four loads showed 
up. This time there were eighteen loads 
and the quality exhibited was most gratify- 
ing. The Post Estate brought in about 1400 
Aberdeen-Angus calves on Monday that 
found new homes at a rapid rate. The heif- 
ers brought from nine to ten cents and the 
steers from ten to eleven cents while other 
good steers in the yards were hunting new 
boarding houses at round eight cents. Farm- 
ers who are looking for good cattle to grow 
on their farms should take notice of the 
spread here. 


The carlot feeders were not to be sold 

until the last of the week and the fat car- 
lots were to be sold too late to report in 
this issue but it is safe to say that the Black 
Babies brought satisfactory prices. 
_ The breeding classes presented a pleas- 
ing spectacle. The Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
were accorded a better location than last 
year and it is hoped that the showing made 
this time will entitle them to even better 
consideration at the hands of the manage- 
ment for another year. Perhaps the Aber- 
deen-Angus people themselves were a bit at 
fault for not having better placarding di- 
recting folks to their display. 

The men from Kansas are to be highly 
congratulated upon the splendid improve- 
ment shown in their exhibits. Their cattle 
were in top trim this time and the quality 
of their breeding and individuality brought 
various specimens right up to the top lines. 
The big campaign herds were in prime con- 
dition and the herds that have been mak- 
ing a few shows this season were also in 
fine condition, so all in all, it was a remark- 
able display, and it not alone attracted the 
ringside but the showings held their audi- 
ences during the entire exhibition. 


Fullerton’s Playman of Sunbeam made his 
last stand and succeeded in holding the line 
against some nifty contenders. Black Lass 
headed her class and went to the grand 
championship honors for the Harrison Stock 
Farms of California, thus the top honors 
went to foreign territory. Harrison Stock 
Farms captured the Get of Sire class with 
one of the smoothest GETS of the year, it 
being the progeny of the International 
grand champion bull Blackeap Revolution. 
The group was marvelously fitted and 
shown by Ed Pinney. 

The Junior champion female honors went 
to Heather Bloom of Sunbeam 4th the Ful- 
lerton entry and she surely looked the part. 
The Junior bull ribbon went to Fullerton 
too on Playman 2d of Sunbeam, a youngster 
that looks like he would be a worthy fol- 
lower of his illustrious sire. 

The night show on Wednesday was per- 
haps the most spectacular event of its kind. 
Every breed in the show was out in groups 
of ten. Each showing for a special breed 
trophy cup for best ten. The Blacks were 
there and over and they attracted as much 
or more attention than did the other breeds. 
All day long one could see the boys at the 
stalls with their heads together figuring 
just how they would arrange the cattle to 
make the best showing. As a result the 
Aberdeen-Angus displays were splendidly 
balanced and indeed attractive. When the 
judges had finished the suspense was brok- 
en by the announcement that Geo. Porteous 
had outwitted the bunch with ten head from 
the Fullerton herd. 

Now that the show is over and its im-
